T^e;i?e  has  been  a continuous  increase  in  the  population  of 
the  Urban  District  over  the  past  six  years.  The  present  estimated 
population  is  approximately  1,500  greater  than  in  1948. 

. , . The  Bipth— race  dropped  slightly  over  the  preceding  year, 

^ still  a high  rate  in  comparison  with  the  Rational  rate. 

The  Birth-rate  has  been  consistently  high  over  the  past  six  years. 

T e number  ox  still-births  was  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year, 
and  is  still  considerably  higher  than  the  National  rate.  There  ’ 
was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births. 

Tne^ Death-rate  was  increased  somewhat  over  the  preceding 
?e2r,.J.  stil1  reraairis  lower  than  the  National  rate.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  a decrease,  and  compares  favourably 
tne  N2cl?;ial  rate#  There  was  quite  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  Cancer  Deaths,  and  the  Cancer  death-rate  can  be  classified  as 
low.  There  was  also  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Violent  deaths. 

. There  was  a low  general  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases 
during  the  year,  the  majority  of  cases  notified  being  measles. 

1 ere  ’,;as»  however,  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Some  of  the  reasons  for  this 
are . given  m the  Section  dealing  with  Tuberculosis.  There  was 
no  increase,  on  the  other  hand,  of  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

The  milk  sampling  scheme  was  continued  during  the  year, 
and  once  again  a large  percentage  of  satisfactory  samples  were 
recorded.

The  quality  and  the  quantity  of  the  water  supply  continued 
be  sa cisfactory. 


~ +.  Thf  Section  dealing  with  Pood  Control  will  show  the  extent 
of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  respect.  The  absence  of  food 
poisoning  points  to  reasonable  standards  in  the  handling  and 
production  of  food  in  the  District. 

The  Housing  Programme  of  the  Council  over  the  past  six 
years  has  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  high,  birth-rate  and  to 
the  general  increase  of  population, 

4s  as  ueneral  sanitation  is  concerned,  the  most  urgent 
o^°roiem  1o+Jbe  ?raina2e  of  "those  premises  not  yet  connected  to  the 
sewer.  Otherwise  the  standard  of  general  sanitation  and  hygiene 
is  good  m the  District. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Cornell  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Major  Supply  Scheme. 

The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven 
is  in  the  Prescelly  Gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire. 

The  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and 
rather  acid.  It  is  impounded  in  a Reservoir  of  160,000,000 
gallons  capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water 
is  controlled  by  routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
before  and  after  treatment* 


Supplementary  Supply  Scheme. 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  Area  (Haverfordwest  R.D.C. ) are 
impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  capacity  of 
33,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory, 
and  is  pumped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes. 


Sampling. 


In  addition  to  the  sampling  at  Prescelly,  routine 
samples  are  taken  at  consumer  level  for  general  bacteriological 
examination.

An  adequate  and  wholesome 
water  supply  is  available  from  the  main  public  supply.  The 
manufacturing  plant  is  of  the  type  supplied  by  Messrs.  Barnet 
and  Foster  and  the  filler  and  crowner  machine  is  capable  of 
dealing  with  eighty  dozen  bottle  per  hour. 


The  bottles  are  thoroughly  washed  in  a large  tank  of 
water  containing  detergents  and  are  then  mechanically  rinsed 
with  clean  water.

During  the  year,  greater  use  has  been  made  of  action 
under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  in  doubtful  cases, 
this  has  proved  more  successful  than  action  under  Section  9« 


Acquisition  of  Private  Houses. 

Upon  serving  statutory  notices  under  Section  9 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936  requiring  the  execution  of  works  necessary 
to  render  two  houses  fit  for  human  habitation,  the  owner  complained 
that  he  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  the  work  required.  Consequently 
four  houses  in  a row  were  offered  to  the  Council  at  site  value  only. 
This  offer  was  accepted  and  the  houses  have  been  reconditioned  and 
have  been  occupied  by  families  who  previously  lived  in  a hutted 
camp. 


This  experiment  has  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  it 
is  hoped  that  further  sub-standard  properties  in  the  District 
will  be  purchased  and  reconditioned. 


Requisitioned  Flats. 

The  four  requisitioned  flats  managed  by  the  Council  and 
used  for  housing  R. N.  Mine  Depot  key-workers  and  their  families, 
were  de-requisitioned  during  the  course  of  the  year.  The  owners 
Messrs,  Thos,  W.  Ward  Ltd,  of  Sheffield,  continue  to  let  flats  to 
Mine  Depot  personnel. 


Hutments. 


It  was  hoped  that  the  two  camp  sites  at  Albion  Street 
and  Picton  Place  would  be  completely  cleared  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  However,  three  huts  remained  occupied  at  Albion  Street 
and  two  at  Picton  Place,  Every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  clear 
both  camp  sites  as  soon  as  possible.

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Public  Conveniences, 

Three  all  purpose  public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  are

Bucket  latrines  we  re  again  provided  at  Gellyswick  during 
the  summer,  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  next  summer,  permanent  up— re  > 
oate  conveniences  will  have  been  constructed. 

General  Nuisances. 

The  chief  nuisances  dealt  with  during  the  year  arose  from 
defective  and  choked  drains*  Illegal  refuse  deposits  and  oil 
pollution  of  the  beaches. 

In  November,  a complaint  of  flies  breeding  in  the  seaweed, 
at  Gellyswick  Beach  was  investigated.  In  view  of  the  "fly  plague- 
on  the  South  Coast,  samples  of  seaweed  were  collected  by  an 
Entomologist  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
Aberystwyth. 

It  was  reported  that  flies  had  been  bred  out  from  the 
seaweed  and  were  found  to  be  a species  of  sphaeoceridae  and  not 
coelopa  frigida  which  caused  so  much  trouble  on  the  South  Coast. 

This  species  is  quite  common  on  seaweed  around  our  coast  and  should 
cause  no  trouble.

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Sewers . 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when 
3 manholes  were  baited  and  December  when  216  manholes  were  baited. 
Six cy  one  bodies  were  recovered  and  there  was  an  estimated  kill 
of  72 8. 

One  Pull  Time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  by  the  Council 
to  carry  out  surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation. 

Poisons  used  are  zinc  phosphide,  arsenious  oxide  and  warfarin. 


Licensed  Premises  and  Public  Buildings. 

There  are  thirty  two  licensed  premises  and  clubs  in  the 
District,  The  general  standard  of  cellar  management  is  good  and 
the  method  of  glass  washing  and  sterilizing  is  usually  satisfactory. 
The  general  standard  of  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

The  two  cinemas  operating  in  the  town  and  the  three 
public  halls  have  separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes. 


Mortuaries. 


A new  modern  fully  equipped  Mortuary  is  now  available  and 
is  situated  in  Dartmouth  Gardens,

A modern  open-air  swimming  pool  is  situated  on  the  Rath.
